It 
shows that at the end ofthe two years of the appropria- 
tion there will be an unexpended balance, which we think | 
commends the economy of the management of the Insti:

The appropriations for repairs of machinery and build-

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


| To the Honorable Board of "Trustees : : 


Op : The expiration of EM year brings to 


| me the duty, according to law, of presenting to your hon- 


orable body a report ofthe condition and operations of 
a Institution during that time. 


As to the conduct of the Asylum itself there has been 
not much, out of the usual current, to claim attention. 


“Our labors have been rewarded with reasonable results. 


It is gratifying to be able to report,so long a period of 
uninterrupted healthfulness. Early last spring an epi- 
demic of measles made its appearance, and spread through 
the female wards, until there were forty cases before its 
subsidence. Not one was fatal, and none attended with 


serious or untoward consequences. None of the affections 
usually prevalent during the summer and autumn months, 


such as enteric and malarial troubles, have been experi- 
enced. The immunity, so complete as it has been, is 
regarded as singular, and is attributable not more to the 
unremitting, vigilance in sanitary arrangements and pre- 
cautions, than to the healthful surroundings and an excel- 
lent quality of water. While in localities but little dis- 
tant, which are exposed to the miasmatic exhalations of 


the river bottoms and small and marshy streams, diseases 


of the nature mentioned have been quite common, and in 
places virulent, our people have escaped entirely. 
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Not less a matter of congratulation has been the dimin- 
ished death-rate of the past year. Statistical history con- 
clusively shows that recoveries are less frequent and deaths 
more numerous in all recently organized asylums. The 
reason is obvious upon slight reflection. The condition of 
the insane is so generally ignored, and provisions for their 
care and treatment usually so neglected, that, without 
proper attention, or attention at all, they languish in this 
state of neglect and privation till whatever chances of 


recovery that may have existed have passed, and hope of + 


life even been reduced to the lowest point. When, at 
length, the doors of an Asylum are opened to them, they 
enter only to die. The deathate of last year fully exem- 
plifies this fact, whilst that of this year the more confirms 
it. By reference to the appropriate table it will be 
observed that the number of deaths during the past year 
has been comparatively small. Of the number cannot be 
counted a purely aeute case; thatis, where chronicity has 
not been quite a considerable factor. And as to several, 
what has been said in regard to neglect and delay will 
apply with full force. Some have been slow to arrive, but 
their fate had been determined before they came. 


It can only be considered as remarkable, that, d8ring 
the twenty-two months since its opening, with the various 
classes and kinds congregated within its wards, the records 
of the Institution exhibit but one instance of a serious 
casualty. One man, seized with epilepsy during the night, 
turned upon his face, and insensible and unable to give 
an alarm, was suffocated by his pillow. There has not 
been a suicide nor homicide, although tendencies, indica- 
tions and -demonstrations, in this direction, have been as 
numerous, perhaps, as is common with this class of inva- 
lids. The prevention can be attributed only to a commend- 
able surveillance on the part of those in immediate charge, 
and the general precautions that prevail in the house as to 
accidents of the character in question. 
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The movement of the population is indicated by table 
A in appendix. There were in the house, at the beginning 
of the year, two hundred and forty-seven patients; one 


hundred and four white males, one hundred and five white 


— females, fourteen colored males, and twenty-four colored 
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females. There have been admitted since eighty-two; 
forty-six white males, twenty-eight white females, two 
colored males and six colored females, During the year 
there have been discharged twenty-one white males, 
eighteen white females, and three colored females, recov- 
ered; six white males and five white females improved ; 
two white males and seven white females not improved; 
one has escaped and twenty-one have died. Of the deaths, 


“there have been ten white” males, six white females, one 


colored male, and three colored females. Not one death 
has occurred, as remarked, from purely acute disease. By 
reference to table I, in appendix, it will be observed that 
far the greatest number have died from exhaustion; that 
is, from neglect or want of proper care before being admit- 
ted; the constitutions of many having been sapped, and 


- causes evolved that could only eventuate in their dissolu- 
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tion. - 


Of those enumerated as recovered, some have gone. out 
before that end had been fairly attained. They had been 
greatly improved, and such a consciousness of their condi- 


| tions and surroundings developed, as to render further 


detention, in the opinion of the authorities, as not advisa- 
ble; so that they have been, in several instances, surren- 
dered to the charge of relatives or friends, and have com- 
pleted their convalescence at home. Others, again, had 


the premises at will; when they would at length, tired of 
delay and impatient of detention, take “French leave," 
and make their way home. In such cases it has been 


preferable to allow them to stay, and, with but two excep- 
tions, the method has proven satisfactory. —

With regard to elopements, it is not always possible to 
prevent them. .. Escapes occur from prisons where every 
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preeaution is observed, and the closest espionage 1s exer- 
cised. Here it is different. It is often uot compatible 
with the ends in view to keep individuals confined within 
the limits of their wards or rooms, orto practice a degree 
of watchfulness suggestive of a sense of restraint and want | 
of confidence, which is distasteful to many, hurtful to the 
sensibilities of some, and rarely tolerated by any without 
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remonstrance. In some such cases, as convalescence ad- : 
vances, it is at times deemed important to allow as perfect | 
freedom as possible. In some instances our confidence has 
been abused and taken advantage of. And it is deemed 
i better that it should beso occasionally, than that all should 
1 be restricted closely, and in a manner apt to retard their 
i progress in the desired direction of recovery. Where 
| escapes have occurred, as indicated, the persons have made 
their way home, and have been allowed to remain. In 
other cases the closest care and watchfulness have not been 
enough to prevent their getting away. In only one 
instance has any onebroken out. When they have to be 
| returned it will be observed how perplexing this method of 
q appropriation has proved, since no one can possibly foresee

Without power of prescience no one can estimate. Proba- 


bilities may be considered with what may be esteemed a - 


| liberal latitude, and yet the facts, as they transpire, may 
widely differ. 


And 80 it has proven, all along, with specific appropria- 
tions. For example, that for stationery, printing, etc., has 
been insufficient, as has also been that for repairs and the 
like., The expense of repairs has exceeded what had been 
contemplated. So that it may be accepted without saying, 
that no one can see, with anything like definiteness, what 
may possibly be wanted in any particular line. The 
expense of daily supplies of ordinary provisions may be 
calculated with an approach to accuracy, but accidents 

can in no wise be foreseen, else they would not be acci- 
dents, The legislation is novel and unusual, and while 
no doubt well meant, it has not been possible to observe 
any benefits arising from it. On the contrary,it has given 
rise to à great deal of unnecessary labor and embarrass- 


ment.

"In treatment and management there is nothing at pres- 


ent to add to what was said in the report made to your 


- - 


honorable body a year ago. Viewed in the light of a rea- ; 


sonable success, there has nothing occurred to excite seri- 


ous regret, out of the line which was fairly to have been - 


expected, while, in the main, there is much to consider of 
a gratifying nature. Young as the Institution i is, it may 
be said, it is hoped with pardonable pride, that it has pur- 
sued its mission so far with satisfactory efficiency. In its 
present condition it is as healthful and comfortable, in all 
respects, as could be reasonably desired or expected i in the 
nature of things.

. The improvements that have gone forward during the 
year hàve been numerous and substantial. 


“In the house it was found to be desirable, as it was 
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thought to be proper and expedient, in making necessary 
repairs to the closets in the wards, to thoroughly overhaul 
and reconstruct them, and at the same time to enlarge 
their capacity. Plans were obtained and the most 
approved adopted. The work has been done accordingly, 
and, after a full and sufficient trial, they have been found 
to give unqualified satisfaction. The introduction of uri- 
nals at proper localities besides, has conduced, in no small 
degree, to the general comfort. Altogether, the arrange- 


ments in the particulars mentioned leave nothing further | 


to be desired. 


The insertion of needed air-cocks in the coils of steam 


pipes, and a radical improvement, by a most competent -| 


enginecr, to the steam traps, render the heating apparatus 


as perfect in construction and as efficient in operation as is - 


bélieved to be possible. The same may be said of the 
repairs and rearrangements that have been made in the 
furnaces and the gearing of a portion ud the machinery of 
the laundry. i - 


In a word, all the appointments, in every department, 
are fully up to the standard of first-class. 


The telephone, as a means of communication with the 
city of Little Rock, the source of our supplies, and for pur- 
poses of intercommunication throughout the house, has 
afforded its usually wonderful facilities. 


Out of doors the first work that occupied attention, as 
soon as the weather would permit, was the clearing of the 
grounds and the planting of an orchard of apple and peach 
trees on the northwestern corner of the Asylum tract. 
About two hundred of the former and four hundred 
of the latter were planted, and, with the attention of proper 
manuring and cultivation, have grown off with thrift and 
promise. At the same time there were planted in the 


plats of ground inclosed by- palings in the rear of the 
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wings, forty-odd plum trees, of select varieties; and in 


front, along the line of the main drive, half as many vig- 
“orous young cherry trees. About thé same time were’ 


planted, in appropriate localities, magnolias and poplars, 
‘and numerous flowering and ornamental shrubs, along 
with 18 variety of choice roses and hardy perennial vines. 
In due season beds of handsome annuals were distributed 
about the place, all contributing to a very. pleasing effect. 
| About seven acres were added to the area of the garden. 
The ground was all broken and cross plowed, harrowed 
and put in excellent order. The crops obtained for the 
first season have been very satisfactory, as exhibited by the 
Steward in a forward page. 


The woodlands and fields were broken and harrowed, 
and received a sowing of orchard grass ard oats. The 
yield was sufficient for moderate pasturage, but not abun- 
dant.| In the early autumn all the open land and a por- 
tion of the woodland were sowed in rye, which, notwith- 
standing the protracted drouth, is growing vigorously and 
promisingly at the present writing. — It will afford an 
abundant winter pasture, and in the spring will be 
plowed under and give place to another crop, as may then 
be determined. 


On ¡this subject it may be as well to advert to what 


of tillage, pasturage, etc. In the question there can be 
no doubt as to the matter of economy. Already the bene- 
ficial and profitable results from even the limited area in 
use have been obviously manifest. At the lowest estimate 
the extent of the territory should be doubled, or it would 
be. better still if twice the quantity were added. The 
amount of labor that might be utilized advantageously, to 
both the laborers and the institution would prove amply

equal to what has been indicated. A judicious regard

seems to be a necessity for additional lands; for purposes" 
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fruits, grapes and berries, and gardens, and pasturage, the! 
profits would become apparent at once. Not only consid- 
ered in the light’ of material interest, but as affording’ 
pleasurable surroundings, in as great a degree as possible.

In the latter part of the summer a drouth began, inch 
has lasted ever since. lt has most severely tried the water 
supply. The reservoir sank to a point where its water 
was unfit for use in the house, and the main reliance has 
been since on the wells referred to in last year's report. 
Two additional ones, with much larger capacity have been 
made, and. connected with the pumping contrivance, as 
heretofore described. The supply became, not to say abun- 
dant, but sufficient, and proved of a quality the purest and 


best. In the limited quantity the principal embarrassment 
has been felt. 


| An unrestricted supply of pure water is a prime desidera- 
tum in an institution like this; it is of the very first im- 
portance ; it is indispensable to the proper well-being of 
the establishment. No effort ought to be spared to obtain 
it. That it exists within practical and easy command, and 
in quantity sufficient, many times over, for all require- 
ments, for all time to come, is a known and easily demon- 
strable fact. It is obvious that no time should be lost in 


taking proper steps for its procurement. A comparatively 
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In this there have been daily and constant demon-'

The capacity of the house is calculated at two hundred 
and fifty. To the several counties of the State have been. 
assigned their respective quotas, according to law, upon 
that estimation. As explained in report for last year, some 
of the counties speedily overran their numbers, under the 
action of that clause in the law which provides that no 
person, of either classification, shall be refused admission, 
| 


as long as there is unoccupied room for patients in the-Asy- 
lum.” But as.demand has been made by counties not 
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dundancy existed. In this manner a fair equilibrium has 
been maintained, and no one, short of the allotted num: 
ber, has failed to gain admission. Still there are “en- 
tered upon an appropriate page of the register” the names 
of a number in counties having their quotas already full. 
It is hence apparent that there is not yet existing adequate 
provisions for the insane of the State. To ascertain, as 
clearly as possible, the probable number yet remaining, 
unprovided for, circulars were addressed, last summer, to 
all the county judges of the State, with inquiries to that 


effect. Responses have been received from about two O; 
thirds of them, from which it is calculated that the num-

ber approximates one hundred and fifty. It is plain, 
therefore, that the doors of the Asylum, which is intended 
by its founders, a generous and benevolent public, to be 
all-embracing, for the unfortunate class, for whose accom- 
modation and kindly eare.it has been mercifully ordained, 
must | be-closed, as they are, against many, or it must be 
Solar In the event of a decision to increase the ca- 
pacity, it would probably appear expedient to make the 
increase in accordance with the number indicated; which 
would be, in the aggregate, added to the number already 
accommodated, four hundred; as many as ought probably 
to be comprehended under one management. There is a 
difference of opinion, as well as a difference of practice, 
upon this subject, but it is believed that the prevailing 
judgment of those most experienced in the matter favors 


about that number. 
| 


In immediate connection with the above consideration, 
is another of very great and grave importance, as to the 
separation and segregation of the colored population.- On 
this point there is a conflict of opinion. A quarter of'a 
century ago the Government Hospital for the Insane, at 
Washington City, made a movement in this direction, 
which the present superintendent of that asylum, who 
still observes the order, declares in a late publication, to 
have been a quarter of a century in advance of the then 
asylum management. To this declaration a most accom- 
plished superintendent of one of the oldest and best asy- 
lums of the State of New York takes exceptions, and ob- 
jects that it is not a step in advance, nor a step which 
there is any necessity for. It is not a one-sided question, 
nor yet entirely a matter of taste. It does not depend 
‘more! upon the habits of thought of such or such a one, 
from force of custom, than upon the character and train- 
ing of the population to be affected by the movement. 
What might seem unnecessary or inexpedient in New 
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* administration. In this expression no discrimination is in- 
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York, might be deemed most desirable and proper in 
Arkansas, as it is decided to be in Wasbington City. Cer- 
tainly the legal status of the colored population, as regards 
the different localities, may be that of perfect equality 
with the whites, while their social status, which is of far 
more importance, as to the influence of association ‘in 
a hospital for the insane, may be widely different. The 
opinion obtains here, more generally, that the races retain 
so much of incompatibility, as they probably will for this 
and the next, and maybe for many generations, that a cer- 
tain degree of friction, from a want of affinity, will una- 
voidably prevail, where they are congregated under the 
same regime. Under this view of the question it is une- 
quivocably and earnestly recommended that steps be taken 
and means provided for their separation under the same 


tended. Itisonly meant that each should be assighed to cir- 
cumstances and surroundings that would be more agreeable 
and congenial to both, and therefore much more likely to 
conduce to desirable results in the treatment of their spe- 
cial maladies. 


Religious services have been regularly held in the chapel. 
A fair, average number as regularly have attended. The 
comforts of such occasions have always been manifest, 


and have rarely failed to elicit compliments from the min- 
isters.

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During the winter seasons entertainments have been 
moderately frequent, with dancing asa leading feature. 
A limited number of tickets have been distributed to the 
public on such occasions. The pleasures incidental, to 
such pastimes have been matters of course.

In the general run of hospital routine there has been 
but little out of the usual line to note. One change has 
occurred in the medical staff. Dr. J. M. Buchanan, as 
Assistant Physician, retired, and Dr. H. B. Williams suc-

ceeded to the position. He is regarded as entirely compe- 
tent, and has given Ld satisfaction. 


In all the departments taken together, it is felt that 
there exists at present, a fully satisfactory corps, and it is 
difficult to conceive how a better body could be organized. 
The Superintendent takes occasion to express to each his 
sense of appreciation and obligation, not more in his own 
behalf, than on the part of the public service. 


In all things and at all times, everywhere and always, 


the presence and care of an overruling Providence have 


been sensibly realized. In duty we bow in humble recog- 
nition and acknowledgment: of His exhaustless grace and 
merciful behests. 


Many of tle excellent ministers of Little Rock have 
kindly dispensed the consolation of their sacred offices for 


the comfort of our unfortunate people, without other 


reward than the consciousness of the performance of chari- . 
table and good deeds. The Superintendent begs permis- 
sion to express, in behalf of his afflicted charge, as for 
himself and household, a most grateful sense for such 
unselfish goodness and benevolence.
